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ENGLISH  AND  RUSSIAN  PAPER  MONEY. 


J9bu>  t//e  Bills  are  Constructed. — Obstacles 
to  Counterfeiters. 

The  bank  note  paper  in  use  by  the  Bank 
of  England  is  skillfully  constructed.  It  is 
made  from  new  white  linen  cuttings,  never 
from  anything  that  has  been  worn.  So 
carefully  is  the  paper  prepared  that  even 
the  number  of  dips  into  the  pulp  made  by 
each  workman  is  registered  on  a dial  by 
machinery,  and  the  sheets  are  counted  and 
booked  to  each  person  through  whose  hands 
they  pass. 

This  peculiar  paper,  so  well  known  to 
the  commercial  world,  is  made  only  for  the 
the  Bank  of  England  and  Government  of 
India,  By  special  agreement,  the  owners 
of  the  Laverstoke  Mills,  on  the  River  Whit, 
in  Hampshire,  has  had  the  contract  for  150 
years.  A family  named  Portal.  The  de- 
cendents  from  a French  Huguenot  refugee, 
who  commenced  trade  on  the  same  spot  in 
1727. 

These  mills  contain  six  vats,  and  are 
limited  altogether  to  manufacturing  bank- 
note paper.  Other  kinds  of  paper  are 
made  by  the  Company  at  mills  located  else- 
where. The  security  against  counterfeiting 
the  Bank  of  England  Notes,  is  the  well-de- 
fined water  marks,  and  peculiar,  crisp,  ele- 
gant and  durable  quality  of  the  paper. 
While  the  water  marks  are  a great  protec- 
tion against  forgery,  its  ability  to  with- 
stand the  action  of  tropical  climates,  (which 
is  so  distructive  to  ordinary  paper,)  has 
been  fully  tested. 

Its  great  strength  is  another  important 
feature.  The  experiment  has  been  tried  over 
and  over,  of  twisting  a five  pound  Bank  of 
.England  Note  into  the  form  of  a rope,  and 
in  this  condition  it  will  hold  a 219  pound 
weight. 

Seeing  its  great  superiority  over  all  other 
paper  for  bank  notes,  foreign  governments 
have  often  sought  to  obtain  supplies  from 
them,  but  have  always  been  denied.  Not- 
withstanding the  peculiai  quality  of  this 
paper,  and  the  boasted  security  against 
counterfeiting ; one,  James  Mathison,  in 
May,  1779,  effectually  imitated  both  the 
engraving  and  the  paper,  including  the  wa- 
ter marks.  In  the  history  of  his  trial, 


“ the  note  itself  was  not  only  so  made  as  to 
render  it  altogether  impossible  for  hu- 
man eyes  to  perceive  a difference,  but  the 
signatures  of  the  cashier  and  the  entering 
clerk  were  also  counterfeited  as  entirely  to 
preclude  a possitive  discrimination,  even 
by  those  persons  themselves.  The  water 
mark  in  the  paper,  too,  namely,  ‘‘  Bank  of 
England,”  which  the  bankers  had  considered 
as  infallable  criterion  of  genuine  notes,  a 
mark  which  could  not  be  resembled  by  any 
possible  means,  was  also  hit-off  by  this  man 
so  as  to  put  it  out  of  the  power  of  the  most 
expert  observer  to  perceive  a difference. 
Several  paper  makers  were  of  the  opinion 
that  this  mark  must  have  been  put  on  in 
the  making  of  the  paper,  but  Mathison  de- 
clared that  he  put  it  on  afterwards,  by  a 
peculiar  method  known  only  to  himself. 

The  extreme  similitude  of  the  true  and 
false  notes  had  such  an  effect  unon  the 
judge  and  jury,  that  the  prisoner  would 
have  certainly  been  discharged  for ‘want  of 
evidence  to  prove  counterfeit,  if  it  had  not 
been  for  his  own  conscience  acknowledging 
his  guilt.  He  was  executed  at  Tyburn,  after 
sentence  July  28th,  1779.  Newgate  Callen- 
dar,  vol.  I.,  page  295. 

The  above  proves  that  the  Bank  of  Eng- 
land paper  has  been  effectually  counter- 
feited, and  therefore  is  not  a desirable  mo- 
del for  the  United  States  to  copy.  Although 
every  precaution  is  taken  against  the  possi- 
bility of  obtaining  any  of  this  paper  for 
improper  uses,  yet  some  fifteen  years  ago  a 
quantity  of  bank  note  paper  was  stolen  by 
the  complicity  of  an  employee,  and  this 
occasioned  great  trouble,  as  the  printing  is 
a comparatively  easy  matter — the  great  dif- 
ficulty with  forgers  being  the  paper.  The 
notes  are  printed  with  in  the  bank  building, 
and  there  is  an  elaboarte  arrangement  for 
securing  that  no  note  shall  be  exactly  like 
another. 

RUSSIA. 

In  Russia  the  Government  Paper  Manu- 
factory is  different.  The  imperial  estab- 
lishment at  St.  Petersburg,  is  open  to  re- 
ceive orders  for  paper  from  all  quarters, 
either  bank  note  paper  or  other  kinds;  for  | 
they  make  other  paper  at  these  mills,  while 
the  Leverstoke  Mills  have  only  six  vats,  the 
Imperial  Works  at  St.  Petersburg,  have  I 
fifty  vats,  and  the  Russian  Imperial  Bank 
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Paper,  with  well-defined  water  marks,  is 
now  considered  equal  in  quality  and  finish 
to  the  English  Company’s. 

The  Government  Bank  Notes  have  the 
water  mark,  besides  silk  and  linen  paper  of 
extra  quality.  Death  penalty  for  counter- 
feiting was  abolished  in  1835.  For  passing 
counterfeit  notes  up  to  1835,  it  was  trans- 
portation for  life  to  the  mines  of  Siberia. 
From  1835  to  1865,  counterfeiiing  was  pun- 
ished with  transportation  for  life  to  the 
mines  of  Siberia.  In  1865,  the  first  trial 
by  jury  for  counterfeiting,  was  held  at  Mos- 
cow, penalty  twenty  years  to  hard  labor  in  a 
fortress,  passing  counterfeiting  money  from 
five  to  twenty  years,  according  to  circum- 
stances, Prior  to  1855,  the  export  of  bank 
notes  was  allowed  ; but  the  importation  of 
the  same  prohibited. 

It  is  a noteworthy  fact  that  most,  if  not 
all  counterfeits  on  the  Imperial  Bank,  were 
made  in  England,  and  smuggled  over  the 
Polish  frontier. 

The  Engraving  of  the  Russian  Bank  Notes 
and  the  blending  of  colors,  especially  of  the 
higher  denominations,  are  works  of  art 
one  rouble  silver,  yellow  prints ; three  rou- 
bles, green;  five  roubles,  blue;  ten  roubles, 
red;  twenty.-five  roubles,  lilac;  fifty  roubles, 
gray,  but  out  of  circulation  for  the  past 
twenty  years,  [owing  to  counterfeits];  one 
hundred  roubles;  all  the  above  named  col- 
ors blended  in  rainbow  style. 

The  peculiar  bank  note  paper  used  in 
either  of  the  above  countries,  are  not  a per- 
fect protective  against  counterfeits,  although 
they  far  surpass  our  dog-haired  fibre. 

The  people  of  America  demand  a bank 
note  paper  different  and  superior  to  all  now 
in  use.  And  Congress,  whose  business  it  is, 
should  immediately  offer  a large  reward, 
say  $500,000,  for  the  construction  of  a bank 
note  that  cannot  be  successfully  counter- 
feited. 


THE  WAIL  OF  A COUNTERFEITER. 


Light  from  a Prison. 

It  is  a lamentable  fact,  that  the  safe- 
guards, thrown  around  the  production  of 
our  bank  notes  by  the  Government,  are  so 
flimsey  and  the  impediments  to  counter- 
feiters so  few,  that  fearless  and  reckless  men, 
having  the  means  and  capacity  to  achieve 
success,  stand  ready,  at  all  times,  to  take 
the  chances  of  detection. 

How  frequently  they  get  arrested  by  the 
Secret  Service  men,  tried  and  convicted  by 
the  Courts,  and  sent  to  serve  out  long  terms 
of  imprisonment,  can  be  seen  on  the  18th 
and  19th  pages  of  each  issue  of  the  Detec- 
tor. Yet,  like  the  tliined  ranksof  an  army, 
after  a hard  fought  battle,  new  recruits  stand 
ready  to  assume  the  risk  and  fill  up  the 


vacancies.  Counterfeiting  can  only  be 
checked  by  adapting  an  improved  method 
of  constructing  our  paper  money,  and  this 
only  can  be  done  by  a combination  of  artis- 
tic talent,  costly  material,  and  expensive 
machinery.  By  this  meansour  paper  money 
can  be  placed  high  above  successful  imita- 
tion. In  this  connection  we  notice  that 
Thomas  Ballard,  a skillful  and  experienced 
steel-plate  engraver,  now  serving  out  a 
thirty  years’  sentence  in  the  Albany  Peni- 
tentiary for  counterfeiting,  proposes  to  re- 
veal to  the  Government  impoitant  informa- 
tion, which  he  has  acquired  in  his  business, 
and  which  he  claims,  if  put  into  practical 
operation,  will  completely  do  away  with 
the  nefarious  business  of  counterfeiting. 
That  persons  who  have  made  the  produc- 
tion of  false  money  a life  study,  might  be 
able  to  communicate  some  valuable  facts  on 
the  weak  points  inherent  in  the  production 
of  our  bank  notes,  we  are  ready  to  admit. 

The  Bank  Note  Engraving  Companies 
try  to  excel  each  other  in  beauty  of  work- 
manship. But  something  else  is  needed 
than  to  make  plates  from  old  or  new  dies, 
and  print  notes  from  them  in  different  col- 
ored inks.  Counterfeiters  can  do  this  about 
as  well  as  the  Bank  Note  Engraving  Com- 
panies. 

Ballord’s  plan  is  full  of  originality,  and 
is  worthy  of  some  consideration.  When 
Bristow  was  Secietary  of  the  Treasury,  he 
proposed  then  to  reveal  to  the  Government 
without  promise  of  reward  or  release,  un- 
less it  should  be  voluntarily  offi-red  him 
after  testing  his  process,  a secret  which 
would  render  counterfeiting  impossible. 
He  now  renews  the  offer,  and  states  that 
the  great  secret  in  making  our  present  pa- 
per money  is  weaving  in  of  the  blue  and 
red  fibres;  but  this  kind  of  paper  is  now 
too  easily  made  by  hand.  His  remedy  is  a 
machine  (which  would  cost  $30,000),  and 
which  would  make  paper  of  so  superior  a 
quality  that  it  could  not  possibly  be  imitated 
by  hand.  At  present  when  the  ink  is 
washed  from  the  face  and  back  of  a si, 000 
bill,  it  does  not  differ  in  appearance  from 
a §1  bill.  Ballard’s  idea  is  to  have  numer- 
ous designs  worked  in,  in  place  of  the  red 
ink,  and  in  place  of  the  blue  localized  fibre 
to  insert  a line  or  stripe  of  stars  of  a pecu- 
liar metallic  substance,  and  in  the  centre 
of  each  star  to  insert  in  minute  figures  the 
denomination  of  the  note,  so  that  in  case 
the  ink  is  erased,  or  the  note  reduced  to 
to  pulp  even,  its  value  could  still  be  told. 
All  these  secrets,  together  with  one.  in  rela-

Dear  Sir:— Having  a few  questions  to  ask 
and  finding  in  your  “ Detector  ” no  column 
for  correspondents,  perhaps  you  will  be  kind 
enough  to  give  them  attention,  and  send  me 
your  opinion  through  mail.  In  your  sub- 
scription receipt,  you  gave  the  recipe  of  the 
United  States  Mint  for  silver  coin.  This  I 
have  applied  with  the  following  results: 
Nickel  five  cent,  turned  black;  nickel  cent 
same;  “silver”  half-dollar  and  quarter-dol- 
lar  having  same  sound  as  nickel  cent,  no 
effect  whatever,  even  when  deeply  scratched, 
and  upon  which  pure  nitric  acid  makes  a 
black  spot.  Again,  have  some  quarter-dol- 
lars  which  have  silver  “ring”  clear,  which 
are  turned  black,  and  with  time  slightly 
green  by  nitric  acid,  same  acid  having  no 
effect  (except  a very  light  yellowish  stain) 
upon  other  silver  pieces.  Upon  these  same 
pieces  your  solution  has  no  effect.  Those 
pieces  having  dull  sound  as  well  as  those  of 
c.ear  sound,  are  unquestionably  as  well  ap- 
pearing coins  as  any  genuiue,  and  can  be 
produced,  if  necessary.  Y'our  experience 
may  enable  you  to  settle  these  questions. 
Hope  so.  Would  be  pleased  to  get  your 
opinion.

OUR  SAN  FRANCiSCO  LETTER. 

(J'Yom  Our  Own  Correspondent.) 

San  Francisco,  Oct.  20, 1877. 
Flattering  Prospects  from  Newly  Discovered 
Mines. — The  Coinage  of  the  Mint.—Meet- 
ing  of  Stockholders  of  the  Bank  of  California. 
—Poor  Prospects  for  the  Depositors  of  the 
I ioneer  Bank.  Bxport  of  Silver  to  China- 
Mining  Dividends  Paid  During  September. 
— Coinage  at  the  Carson  Mint. — Extra 
Large  Crop  of  Grapes.—  The  Beturns  from 
the  Quicksilver  Mines —Indictment  of  Mr 
B.  Carr,  by  the  U.  S.  Grand  Jury.— 1600 
Sheep  Sold  at  Twenty-five  Cents  a Head.— 
New  Mining  Corporations  for  September 
with  Nominal  Capital  Amounting  to  47 
000,000  Dollars. 

The  news  from  both  the  Alta  and  Justice 
mines  continues  of  the  most  flattering  char- 
acter, and  in  the  former  the  whole  three  of 
the  cross-cuts  are  in  splendid  ore,  giving 
high  essays,  and  promising  to  be  a most  im- 
portant discovery. 

The  coinage  of  the  San  Francisco  Mint 
during  the  past  month,  amount  to  2,112,000 
sieces,  valued  at  $4, 516, 000,  of  which  $3,- 
020,000  were  in  double  eagles,  and  $1,275,- 
000  in  trade  dollars,  and  $221,000  in  sub- 
sidiary silver  coin.  To  economise,  the 
Director  of  the  mint  has  this  week  dis- 
charged some  thirty  employees  from  the 
different  departments. 

On  the  2nd  of  this  month,  the  Stockhold- 
ers of  the  Bank  of  California,  held  their 
annual  meeting ; although  the  depression 
in  all  lines  of  business  considered,  the  net 
earnings  for  the  year  are  $583,000. 

When  the  vault  of  the  suspended  Pioneer 
Bank  was  opened,  it  contained  $96(3  in  sil- 
ver, a $10  gold  note,  $1,300  in  valueless 
checks,  a lot  of  empty  envelopes  which  had 
apparently  contained  securities,  and  a few 
miscellaneous  bonds  of  doubtful  value.  From 
what  is  known  of  the  condition  of  the  real 
estate  assets,  and  the  Safe  Deposit  Com- 
pany’s stock,  it  is  doubted  whether  the 
bank’s  depositors  will  realize  five  per  cent. 
The  number  of  fraudulant  Safe  Deposit 
shares  issued  was  4149-  Drafts  on  the  New 
York  agency  ©f  the  bank,  which  will  return 
dishonored,  aggregate  $33,000.  No  tidings 
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have  yet  been  obtained  of  Duncan  & Lew- 
arne,  who  made  this  wreck. 

This  bank  never  had  any  standing  or 
credit  with  other  banks,  but  by  advertising 
interests  on  deposits,  and  paying  regular 
dividends,  Joe  Duncan  managed  to  entrap 
and  beguile  a great  number  of  people  into 
depositing  their  money  with  him.  How  he 
managed  to  carry  on  the  enterprise  so  long 
is  a mystery  ; but  a few  days  since  it  was 
solved  by  a burst  up  and  discovery,  that  he 
had  “raised”  shares  of  the  Safe  Deposit 
Company  and  hypothecated  them  with  other 
banks.  The  extent  of  the  forgeries  and 
amount  due  to  depositors  thus  far  discov- 
ered amount  to  $750,000. 

This  Joe  Duncan,  a pioneer  of  irrepressi- 
ble characteristics,  has  failed  once  before ; 
but  having  forgiven  his  creditors  what  he 
owed  them,  finally  made  a few  fortunate 
speculations  and  started  a scheme  for  a Safe 
Deposit  Institution,  and  proceeded  to  get  it 
up  in  a gorgeous  style,  not  with  his  own 
capital,  however.  To  this  he  added  a bank 
— the  Pioneer  Savings  and  Loan  Bank,  as 
he  called  it.  The  officers  were  composed 
of  the  various  members  of  the  Duncan 
family — sons-in-law,  etc. — but  principally 
ol  Joe  Duncan  himself,  who  was  President, 
Cashier,  Board  of  Directors,  etc.,  etc. 

Our  total  shipment  of  the  precious  metal 
to  China  during  the  past  month  includes 
$2,084,000,  of  which  $1,062,300  was  in  fine 
silver  and  $609,800  in  trade  dollars,  and 
$397,500  in  Mexican  money. 

The  dividends  paid  during  September, 
by  the  different  mining  corporations  amount 
to  $2,963,000;  the  October  disbursement  so 
far  are  ahead  already,  and  will  show  an  in- 
crease of  over  $1,500,000  as  compared  with 
September. 

We  have  just  received  important  news  of 
very  valuable  discovery  of  quicksilver 
mines  near  Steamboat  Springs,  Nevada, 
where  great  excitement  now  prevails. 

The  Carson  Nevada  Mint  has  coined  but 
little  money  during  the  past  month,  and  the 
total  includes  $138,000  in  double  eagles; 
$7,00<t  in  half  eagles,  $53,000  in  silver  quar- 
ters, and  $79,000  in  dimes. 

The  railroad  bridge  over  the  Colorado 
River  at  Fort  Yuma,  has  been  this  week 


completed,  and  the  first  train  of  the  Southern 
Pacific  Railroad  has  crossed  it  a few  days 
ago. 

I learn  from  those  engaged  in  purchasing 
grapes  for  the  manufacture  of  wine  and 
brandy,  that  the  crop  this  year  is  unusually 
large  and  the  quality  excellent.  The  prices 
of  grapes  range  now  from  $10  to  $18  per 
ton,  according  to  variety  and  quality. 

The  returns  from  the  different  districts  of 
the  quicksilver  mines,  for  the  nine  months 
of  the  past  two  years,  show  an  increase  of 
10,255  flasks,  viz:  1876,  44,140  flasks,  and 
this  year  54,395  flasks. 

The  market  rate  for  quicksilver  is  quite 
nominal  at  47£  cents  per  pound,  but  45 
cents  will  no  doubt  be  accepted,  if  offered 
promptly. 

The  United  States  Grand  Jury  this  week, 
has  indicted  William  B.  Carr,  subject  to  two 
indictments  for  causing  to  be  made  and 
issued  fraudulent  paymaster’s  certificates, 
known  as  ihe  Rogers  and  Higgin's  certifi- 
cates. Carr  filed  bond  in  the  sum  of  $3,000 
on  each  indictment. 

From  Los  Angelos  a report  reaches  me 
that  last  week  a proprietor  of  a sheep  ranch 
was  obliged  to  sell  1600  sheep,  and  all  he 
could  get  for  the  lot,  only  $400,  or  about 
25  cents  a head. 

During  October  so  far,  the  following  min- 
ing corporations  have  entered  articles  of  in- 
corporation with  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
California,  viz.:

The  Sailor  Boy  Mining  Company,  to 
operate  in  Yankee  Hill  District,  Tuolumne 
County,  with  the  capital  of  $2,500,000. 
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The  above  incorporated  companies  have 
their  principal  offices  in  San  Francisco, 

Eli  Dennison,  the  newsman,  has  taken 
charge  of  the  news  business  on  the  Califor- 
nia. Pacific  Railroad  trains,  I would  recom.

The  order  from  theSecretary  of  the  Trea- 
sury, ordering  the  stoppage  of  coining  the 
Trade  Dollar,  meets  here  with  some  and 
just  opposition.

to-day  the  parties  ask  98£  to  99  cents,  and 
par  will  soon  be  reached,  notwithstanding 
the  premium  on  gold.  Trade  Dollars  have 
displaced  to  some  extent  all  other  circulat- 
ing mediums  in  China  and  the  East  Indies, 
to  stop  or  interfere  with  this  trade  is  so 
clearly  against  the  public  good,  that  there 
must  be  some  reason  for  the  order  from  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.

Dear  Sir : — Having  “ done  New  England> 
“ taken  in  ” the  Banker’s  Convention,  here 
I am  in  the  Monumental  City — the.  city 
of  female  beauty,  Juno,  followers  of  Winter 
Davis,  and  capital  in  indolent  repose. 

What  a contrast  between  the  bank  officers 
here  and  in  Philadelphia,  New  York  and 
New  England.  In  the  latter,  as  a rule, 
they  are  ready  to  investigate  anything  new, 
and  if  it  suits  them  to  go  into  at  once1 
Here  they  prefer  ignorance,  believing  it  to 
be  bliss  and  following  the  maxim.  In  New 
York  the  Broadway  bankers  are  similar  to 


those  of  New  England.  In  the  neighbor- 
hood of  Wall  Street  they  are  a distinct — I 
might  say,  nondescript  class;  short,  curt, 
discourteous  alike  to  all,  perfect  bears.  In 
Philadelphia  they  ape  the  railroad  official 
manner  of 'seeing  and  yet  not  seeing  you. 
When  you  talk  to  a Baltimore  banker  he 
hears,  and  hears  not,  or  actually  fails  to  com- 
prehend. 1 was  charitable  enough  to  give^ 
it  the  former  interpretation  until  on  the 
morning  of  the  12th  inst.,  the  following 
appeared  in  all  the  associated  press  papers 
of  the  country  : 

A NEW  COUNTERFEIT  $50  NOTE. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Oct,  11. — A morning 
paper  says:  “A  counterfeit  $50  note,  pur. 
porting  to  be  of  the  Central  National  Bank, 
of  New  York,  was  detected  by  an  officer  for 
deposit  by  a banker  who  had  received  it 
withoqt  suspicion  of  its  genuineness.  The 
engraving,  both  on  the  face  and  back  of  the 
note,  is  of  very  superior  character,  and  the 
only  difference  to  be  observed  between  it 
and  a genuine  note  is  that  the  counterfeit  is 
both  a trifle  narrower  and  shorter,  and  the 
paper  on  which  it  is  executed  is  rather 
thicker,  which  latter  circumstance  led  to 
its  detection. 

The  reader  will  see  at  once  that  charity 
is  thrown  away  on  such  subjects,  if  he  re- 
flects that  the  said  $50  bill  on  the  Central 
National  Bank  of  New  York  appeared  first 
on  the  10th  of  May  last ; that  the  first  one 
offered  was  detected,  that  one  man  was  sen- 
tenced in  Philadelphia  to  six  years  for 
passing  one,  that  the  plate  has  since  been 
altered  to  the  Third  National  of  Buffalo, 
that  all  the  papers,  including  the  Baltimore, 
published  an  account  of  it,  that  you  not 
only  gave  the  first  alarm  but  issued  an  ex- 
tra, and  gave  the  exact  dimensions  of  it  on 
the  10th  of  May  last,  the  very  day  it  ap- 
peared, and,  to  “ cap  the  climax,”  that  only 
three  days  previous  to  the  discovery  of  this 
“mare’s  nest”  by  the  Mechanic’s  Bank,  the 
Baltimore  papers  published  an  account  of 
the  arrest  of  a man  in  Baltimore  and  his 
transfer  to  Philadelphia  for  passing  one  of 
these  identical  bills.  I am  now  agreed  that 
Baltimore  has  the  stupidest  experts  as  she 
has  most  undoubtedly  the  slowest.  The 
latter  is  a cashier  and  lives  on  Druid  Hill. 
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lie  gets  up  at  5 A,  M.  His  toilet  is  com- 
pleted at  7,  his  breakfast  at  8,  and  then  he 
starts  invariably  on  foot,  for  the  bank  and 
gets  there  generally  about  10.  It  is  possi- 
tively  asserted  that  in  going  up  Lexington 
one  day  he  came  up  to  a snail,  and  after  re- 
peated efforts  failed  utterly  to  pass  it. 

This  puts  me  in  mind  of  the  dullest  and 
the  smartest  cashier  I have  met.  The  for- 
mer was  in  a bank  in  Brunswick,  Me. 
After  explaining  the  plan  of  the  work,  and 
taking  four  five  dollar  bills.  A,  B,  C,  and 
D,  and  laying  them  out  the  same  as  the 
sheets  on  his  own  desk  and  showing  that 
when  a counterfeiter  made  a plate  he  made 
it  from  one  bill  alone,  and  hence  counter- 
feited only  one  of  the  letters,  he  admitted 
that  he  must  be  stupid.  He  thought  there 
must  be  something  in  it,  but  he  could  not 
see  it.  He,  however,  asked  me  to  the  hotel 
to  dine  with  him  but  I declined. 

The  Cashier  of  the  First  National  Bank 
of  Middletown,  Conn.,  has  the  quickest  per- 
ception of  any  cashier  I have  met.  He 
even  anticipated  my  explanation,  and  in 
less  than  three  minutes  after  I entered  the 
bank,  he  had  ordered  the  work  and  1 was 
filling  out  his  receipt. 

I have  found  no  banker  here  yet  who  was 
at  the  Bankers’  Convention,  but,  of  course, 
they  all  read  the  report,  and  are  unanimous 
in  saying  that  your  dissection  of  the  blood- 
less carcass,  was  a piece  of  surgery  worthy 
of  Esculapius. 

In  New  York,  various  modes  are  adopted 
by  the  tellers,  not  only  to  facilitate  busi- 
ness, but  to  recapitulate.  Especially  at  the 
Iradesmen’s  National  Bank,  on  Broadway, 
the  teller  and  cashier,  combined,  invented 
a set  of  boards  and  a press  to  correspond, 
by  means  of  which  an  impression  is  taken 
of  every7  transaction,  and  at  any  time  after- 
ward, should  there  a dispute  or  question 
arise,  the  teller  can  turn  to  it  in  a moment. 
Here,  however,  they  plod;  there  is  no  plan 
that  I have  found  save  rummaging  through 
stacks  of  papers  to  find  the  original  : show- 
ing a mo3t  masterly  lack  of  enterprise. 

In  all  New  England  I found  only  one 
bank  that  stamped  counterfeits,  as  the  law 
requires.  1 he  banks  are  very  derelict  in 
this,  and  much  to  the  detriment  of  the  efforts 


of  the  Secret  Service.  What  ever  “stuff” 
printed  before  the  Secret  Service  captures 
the  plates  is  allowed  to  pass  into  the  teller’s 
hands,  and  he  knowing  it  to  be  counterfeit* 
returns  it  to  the  depositor  to  go  into  circu- 
lation again.  This  is  all  wrong.  The  banks 
should  co-operate  with  the  Secret  Service> 
and,  where  with  the  Service  stopping  the 
production  by  capturing  the  plate  and  the 
banks  stamping  out  of  existence  that  in  cir- 
culation, there  would  soon  not  be  a counter- 
feit about. 

The  “band”  system  in  vogue  in  large 
cities  has  a most  pernicious  tendency.  It 
opens  up  a wide  field  for  fraud.  Suppose 
I am  a teller,  and  I get  caught  with  a five 
hundred  dollar  bill,  (I  know  an  instance,) 
I do  not  want  my  cashier  or  president  to 
know  it,  how  strong  must  be  the  temptation 
to  slip  that  bill  into  some  other  body’s 
hand?  Human  nature  is  weak,  and  strong 
temptation  should  not  be  thrown  in  its  way. 
Some  other  plan  should  be  adopted. 

The  failure  of  the  Union  banking  Com- 
pany, is  only  another  link  in  the  chain  of 
adverse  circumstances,  which  seem  to  be 
becoming  epidemic,  or  periodic  in  this 
country — all  the  result  of  speculation  and 
a mania  for  gambling. 

After  being  turned  over  into  the  hands  of 
the  Receiver,  the  assets  found,  were : $12 
cash,  a mortgaged  lot  of  land,  the  office  fur- 
niture and  bills  receiveable,  amounting  to 
$1,500.  The  liabilities  $58,000.  The  pa- 
pers here  charge  certain  New  York  gentle- 
men valh  sharp  practice,  but  the  real  state 
of  affairs  seems  to  point  to  several  smart 
financiers  in  the  city,  who  first  gave  notes 
for  stock  of  said  bank,  and  when  the  notes 
became  due,  by  virtue  of  Stockholders,  [?] 
borrowed  the  money  from  the  bank  to  pay 
the  notes.  This  novel  experiment  failed  at 
last,  and  to-day  everybody  seems  perfectly 
surprised,  that  after  all  such  high-handed 
proceedings,  even  $12  in  cash  could  be  found 
among  the  assets  of  the  Union  Banking 
Company.

The  total 
arnouut  is  unknown  ; but  said  to  be  large. 

The  Grand  Jury  of  Passaic  County,  N.  J., 
indicted  James  F.  Preston,  Treasurer,  and 
David  Henry  and  Edmund  K.  Rose,  Direc- 
tors of  the  Merchants  Loan  and  Trust  Com- 
pany, for  conspiracy  in  removing  assets  of 
the  Company,  after  its  failure  on  July  7th. 

Mr.  Foster,  Assistant  Treasurer  of  the 
Grand  Trunk  Railway,  at  Montreal,  has 
absconded.  He  is  charged  with  having 
cashed  bogus  checks  and  misappropriated 
the  funds  of  the  International  Bridge  Trea- 
sury ; besides  other  irregularities  too  num- 
erous to  mention. 

Charles  H.  Childs,  a young  man,  was  con- 
victed of  forgery.  He  raised  a check  given 
by  Mr.  P.  Castor,  of  Philadelphia,  from  $15 
to  $1,200,  and  obtained  the  money  from  the 
Kensington  National  Bank.  Four  years’ 
board  and  lodging  at  Eastern  Penitentiary 
Hotel. 

Warren  C.  Wheeler,  for  thirty  years  a 
resident  of  West  Rosbury,  Mass.,  and  very 
pious  church  member,  has  just  stepped  out 
and  left  for  parts  unknown,  taking  with 
him  from  $10,000  to  $15,000,  raised  on 
questionable  mortgages,  notes,  etc.  His  fel- 
low brethern  believe  that  he  has  invested 
the  funds  in  heavy  flannel  and  fine  tooth- 
combs,  with  which  he  expects  to  induce 
the  heathen  of  Southern  Africa  to  embrace 
Christianity. 

Colonel  H.  R.  Sibley,  of  Boston,  has  a 
weakness  of  signing  other  people’s  name 
to  business  paper,  and  he  is  now  truly  peni- 
tent; having  been  found  out.  He  has  always 
been  regarded  as  a prominent  and  very  con- 
cienscious  citizen.  So  far  discoveries  of 
about  $5,000  trouble  his  conscience  now. 
His  friends  say  he  has  fallen  a victim  in  a 
unguarded  moment.  We  hope  the  Boston 
judge  and  jury  will  provide  him  with  quar- 
ters well  guarded. 


“SHOVmG  THE  QUEER.” 

1'hings  brought  to  the  surface.  “ Queer  ” Red 
Fox  in  Limbo. 

Abner  McConnell,  who  has  earned  quite  a 
reputation  along  the  Chestnut  ridge  as  a 
manufacturer  of  the  “queer,”  where  he  has 
acquired  the  soubriquet  of  “Red  Fox,”  owing 
to  bis  nocturnal  and  foxy  qualities,  was  run 
down  by  the  government  agents  in  a little 
hamlet  named  Maysville,  in  Kiskimiuetas 


township,  Armstrong  county.  They  got 
their  first  clue  to  his  movements  from 
learnlngthat  he  had  been  making  purchases 
in  Allegheny  city  from  Sampsill  & McLean. 
These  purchases  excited  suspicion  from  their 
character,  Among  them  were  seventy-two 
brittania-spoons,  the  metal  being  one  of  the 
ingredients  used  in  making  silver  coin. 
Suspicion  was  further  aroused  by  McCon- 
nell’s inguiriesas  to  where  he  could  buy  bis- 
muth and  other  articles  in  us*  in  his  contra- 
band manufacture.  When  captured  the  de- 
tectives surprised  McConnell  in  possession 
of  about  §100  of  the  stuff  and  a lot  of  molds 
for  making  halves  and  quarters.  U.  S.  Mar- 
shal Hall  took  possession  of  the  prisoner 
and  placed  him  in  jail,  to  await  a hearing 
before  the  United  commissioner  to-day. — 
Pittsburgh  Leader.

Paris.  Oct.  I6tli,  1877. 

The  political  excitement  has  not  interferred 
so  much  as  it  was  anticipated.  The  bullion 
market  is  steady,  with  gold  flowing  from 
Brussels,  where  exchange  on  Paris  is  at  1 '4 
per  thousand  premium.  To  Germany  no  bul- 
lion of  any  account  has  been  forwarded  this 
month.  The  Bank  of  the  Netherlands  has  a 
large  stock  of  20-franc  pieces,  and  sales  for 
French  account  have  been  made  at  1697  florins 
50  cents  per  kilogramme  fine. 

The  founders’  shares  of  the  Suez  Canal  Com- 
pany, which  sold  during  last  month  at  12.800 
francs,  have  to-day  changed  hands,  at  13.70J 
francs.  . , , „ , 

It  is  estimated  that  the  dividend  of  last 
year  of  208  francs  will  reach  this  year,  at 
least 400  francs;  as  ten  per  cent,  of  all  the  in- 
crease in  the  net  earning  is  divided  among 
these  shares.  The  holders  of  the  lot,  which 
in  ail  includes  1000,  will  have  some  better 
chances  than  at  first  anticipated.

Increase  of  Paper  Money. — Five  Railroad  Com- 
panies Converting  their  Capital  into  Paper 
Currency  —An  Extra  Demand  of  One  Million 
Roubles  Per  Month  in  Favor  of  Servia. — Gold 
at  a Premium  of  Sixty-four  Per  Cent. — Rank 
Rates. — A New  Loan  of  150  Mdlion  Roubles. 

St.  Petersburg,  Oct.  12, 1877. 
Our  paper  money  is  swelling  materially, 
and  since  last  I wrote  you.  five  railway  com- 
panies have  been  allowed  by  Government  to 
convert  their  capital  into  paper  currency; 
but  no  conclusions  unfavorable  to  Russian 
credit  abroad,  are  to  be  deduced  from  this,  as 
the  shares  are  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Rus- 
sian contractors,  who  are  parties  to  the  con- 
version. 

An  extra  demand  per  month  of  one  million 
Roubles  Silver  is  to  be  made  upon  the  Ex- 
chequer, in  favor  of  Servia,  for  the  use  of  her 
army  in  the  Danubian  Principalities. 

Gold  is  rising  rapidly  in  value,  and  a five 
rouble  gold  piece  is  now  selling  at8  Roubles, 
20  Kopecks  paper,  hence  paper  money  de- 
clining in  proportion,  and  gold  maintaining 
its  premium  of  64  per  cent,  or  an  advance  of 
12  per  cent,  since  last  I wrote  you.  The  Ex- 
change on  London  is  now  24-1-16  per  rouble 
paper,  and  on  Paris  only  205  francs  50  cen- 
times per  100  Roubles  can  be  obtained,  before 
the  breaking  out  of  the  war,  one  could  buy 
325  to  330  francs  with  the  same  amount.  The 
bank  rates  of  discount  nominal  at  5)4  to  6 
per  cent.;  but  in  open  market  good  paper  is 
held  at  7 to  9 per  cent. 

The  want  of  wood  fuel  is  getting  serious, 
and  the  great  demand  for  locomotives,  most 
of  which  arestill  wood-burners, has  advanced 
prices  to  60  roubles  paper  sachen  or  343  U.  S. 
cubic  feet,  in  ordinary  times,  one-sixth  of 
this  was  considered  dear.  Coal  which  is  im- 
ported from  England  and  Germany  has  ad- 
vanced also,  and  Anthracite,  which  sold  at 
20  Kopecks  per  pound,  is  now  up  to  35  and  42 
Kopecks  as  to  quality. 

It  is  rumored  here  that  provisions  have 
been  made  to  float  another  loan  of  150  mil- 
lion roubles,  and  that  our  bankers  are  hope- 
ful to  place  it  in  foreign  markets.

A General  Court  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
Bank  of  England,  has  been  held  “to  consider 
a dividend.”

The  net  profits  of  the  half-year, 
ending  August  31st,  were  £676,625.7s.4d.  mak- 
ing the  amount  of  the  “Rest”  on  that  day, 
£3, 684, 786.16s. 3d.,  and  after  providing  a divi-

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A meeting  of  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Anglo-American  Telegraph  Company,  has

We  had  quite  a sensation  t he  other  day 
when  the  steamer  having  in  charge  Cleopa- 
tra’s Needle  returned  home,  having  aban- 
doned the  Obelisk  on  the  high  *eas,  owing  to 
the  storm,  she  having  rolled  in  a heavy  sea- 
way, and  not  answering  her  helm  sufficiently 
to  prevent  collision ; but  don’t  be  alarmed, 
she  011I5'  draws  about  nine  feet  of  water  for- 
ward and  ten  aft,  has  two  keelsons  and  is 
buoyant  enough  to  keep  afloat  for  any  length 
of  time,  and  as  the  Keedine  of  Egypt  has 
made  a present  of  a similar  Obelisk  to  the 
United  States,  be  of  good  cheer  and  await  re- 
sults patiently. 

Silver,  that  just  now,  so  much-abused  pre- 
cious metal,  has  sold  at  daily  advancing  rates, 
and  the  parties  in  interest  of  Germany,  who 
predicted  a perfect  glut  and  heavy  decline, 
don’t  know  what  to  make  of  it;  true,  large 
shipments  to  India  have  been  made,  and  the 
prospects  are  that  they  will  conti une  for  some 
time  to  come.  The  present  price  is  55d.  per 
ounce  fine,  and  the  market  firm.  The  rate 
of  discount  of  the  Bank  of  England  is  five 
per  cent.,  but  in  open  market  four  per  cent, 
is  only  charged. 

At  the  Mansion  House,  Charles  Martin  or 
Martineau,  a Frenchman,  and  John  Carr,  a 
commission  agent,  were  committed  finely  t,o 
answer  the  charge  of  robbing  a railroad  van 
of  foreign  bonds,  mostly  Peruvian  and  Rus- 
sian. A guard  on  the  Northern  Railway  of 
France,  deposed  that  on  the  morning  of  the 
2nd  of  June  last,  he  was  called  to  the  Custom 
House  at  Calais,  where  he  saw  nine  parcels. 
He  took  possession  of  them,  and  saw  that  the 
padlocks  were  safely  fastened  on  the  van. 
His  attention  was  called  to  the  padlocks 
when  they  readied  Abbeyville,  just  as  the 
train  was  starting;  but  he  did  not  examine 
them  as  the  whistle  was  already  sounding  for 
its  departure.  lie  noticed  at  Amiens,  that, 
instead  of  the  padlock  which  had  been  placed 
there  by  the  Company,  another  of  a lighter 
color  had  been  substituted,  and  that  the  other 
padlock  had  been  broken,  and  the  seal  cut. 
Mr.  Lewis  intimated  that  that  was  the  case 


for  t he  prosecution  upon  which  he  should 
ask  that  the  prisoners  might  be  committed 
for  trial.  The  counsel  for  the  prisoner,  Mr. 
YVontner,  submitted  that  the  case  against  the 
prisoners  had  entirely  failed,  and  that  they 
were  entitled  to  their  discharge.  Sir  R.  Car- 
den said  he  should  not  take  upon  himself  to 
decide  the  question  either  of  law  or  fact,  but 
would  commit  them  for  the  consideration  of 
a judge  and  jury.

Rome,  Oct.  13,  1877. 
Our  political  horizon  is  as  serene  as  a 
beautiful  spring  day,  no  clouds  of  Avar  or 
rumors  of  war  are  as  yet  in  sight;  but  no 
one  knows  huw  soon  all  this  may  change, 
especially  Yvhen  y ve  consider  that  our  Gov- 
ernment for  the  present  is  buying  war  ma- 
terial in  the  United  States,  and  that  orders 
for  cartridges  from  the  Minister  of  war 
have  been  forwarded,  to  Bridgeport,  Conn- 
Next  year  will  tell  the  tale  for  Yvhat  pur- 
pose such  heavy  provisions  have  been  or- 
dered.

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OUR  STETTIN  LETTER. 

From  a Special  Correspondent. 

Failure  of  the  Ritterschaftliche  Bank.-  -Dis- 
counting Doubtful  Securities  and  Guaran- 
teeing 900,000  Marks  not  Registered  in  the 
Books. — Suicide  of  a Director. — A Panic 
Imminent.  The  National  Bank  of  Berlin 
to  the  Rescue. 

Stettin,  Oct.  12,  1877. 
All  the  sensation  of  sharp  practice  does 
not  belong  to  you  Yankees,  we  here  have 
been  treated  this  week  to  a first-class  sur- 
prise, namely,  the  suspension  of  the  “ Rit- 
terschaftliche Bank  von  Pom  mem.”  To 
the  public  in  general  this  will  be  news,  no 
doubt;  but  to  11s  bankers  it  is  something 
we  with  dread,  have  looked  for  some  five 
years  ago.  The  embarrassments  of  the 
bank  date  from  1866,  when  two  managing 
directors  first  began  to  discount  doubtful 
bills,  keeping  the  Council  of  Directors  en- 
tirely in  the  dark.  The  bank,  which  had 
once  a capital  of  9,000,000  marks,  equal  to 
$2,160,000  in  gold,  and  deposits  to  about 
20  000,000  marks,  [$4,800,000,  gold,)  has 
discounted  bills  to  the  amount  of  40,000,- 
000  marks,  ($9,600,000,)  half  of  which, 
proves  now,  would  require  to  be  prolonged 
on  falling  due.  Besides  this  discount'ng  of 
doubtful  securities,  some  of  the  directors 
have  undertaken  a guarantee  for  900,000 
marks  ($216,000,  gold,)  which  does  not  ap- 
pear in  the  books  of  the  bank, 

The  total  losses  by  failure  will  probably 
amount  to  over  15,000,000  marks,  ($3,600,- 
000,  gold.)  The  principal  creditors  are  the 
Berlin  and  Stettin  Railway  Company,  for 
2,500,000  marks,  ($600,000,  gold);  the  Po- 
meranian Estate;  the  Pomeranian  Sugar 
Refinery;  the  Schwedt  Fire  Insurance  Com- 
pany ; the  Gera  Bank;  the  Vulcan  Ship 
Building  Company,  and  the  Baltic  Lloyds. 

One  of  the  Directors  has  committed  sui- 
cide, the  only  thing  he  could  do,  for  out- 
laws are  very  stringent,  and  I hear  the  At- 
torney-General of  the  Crown,  who  is  here 
from  Berlin,  has  instructions  to  punish  the 
guilty  parties  to  the  full  extent  of  our  severe 
criminal  laws. 

The  “National  Bank”  of  Berlin  is  ac- 
tively assisting  some  of  the  firms  involved, 
so  as  to  prevent  an  extension  of  the  panic. 


OUR  BERLIN  CORRESPONDENCE. 

From  an  Occasional  Correspondent. 

A Panic  Averted  for  the  Present. — A Hea  vy 
Failure  of  the  Prince  Put  bus. — A Defalca- 
tion and  Forgery  in  Brunswick. — Unusual 
Large  Amount  of  Gold  and  Silver  Coin  of 
the  New  Standard  Struck  by  the  North 
German  Imperial  Mint. — A Bank  Direc- 
tor of  High-  Standing  a Forger. 

Berlin,  Oct.  15,  1877. 
The  failure  of  the  “ Ritterschaftliche 
Bank,”  in  Stettin,  has  had  a very  depress- 
ing influence  upon  our  money  exchange. 
The  National  Bank  of  North  Germany  has 
helped  the  parties  affected  by  that  failure, 
to  its  utmost  ability,  and  thus,  for  the  pre- 
sent averted,  what  for  a time  seemed  to  de- 
generate into  a first-class  panic.  Still,  I 
fear  the  worse  is  not  told  or  known  yet,  dis- 
trust lurks  among  the  people  and  the  ex- 
travagant habits  indulged  in,  after  the 
French  war,  when  money  was  plentiful, 
commences  now  to  tell  upon  all  classes. 
Real  estate  in  Berlin  is  unsaleable,  and  the 
banking  and  other  institutions  have  lent  far 
beyond  the  real  value,  hence  a crash,  a panic 
and  hard  times  will  soon  be  felt  in  Germany 
all  over. 

The  Bank  of  Braunschweig  has  met  with 
a loss  of  about  250,000  marks,  [§60,000, 
gold,]  owing  to  the  speculations  of  one  of 
its  directors,  who  have  forged  bills  of  ex- 
change and  other  securities,  and  discounted 
the  same  at  said  institution.  He  has  always 
borne  the  highest  reputation  so  far,  and 
these  crimes  were  quite  unlooked  for  in 
that  direction. 

The  Prince  Putbus  has  also  failed  to  meet 
his  obligations,  and  his  liabilities  are  7,482,- 
500  marks,  [equal  to  $1,795,800,  gold,]  as- 
sets about  3,973,000  marks,  [equal  to  $953,- 
520,  gold,]  which,  if  properly  handled,  will 
yield  a dividend  of  50  to  60  per  cent.  The 
“ North  German  Bank  of  Hamburg,”  is  in 
for  it  for  about  750,000  marks,  [equal  to 
■>180,' '000,  gold).  Thus  you  will  see  that 
we  know  a thing  or  two  in  financiering,  the 
results  of  which  are  not  very  encouraging 
to  the  creditors. 

The  Mint  of  the  North  German  Empire, 
for  the  first  nine  months,  [October  1,  1877,] 
has  coined  the  following  amount:

Total, — 455,044,750  marks, 
[equal  to  5109,210,740,  gold,]  making  a to- 
tal in  United  States  value  5479,557,035.35 
gold.  Quite  a handsome  exhibit  for  this 
year’s  product. 

The  Germans  who  like  to  sneer  at  Ameri- 
can corruption  and  demoralization  of  Trans- 
Atlantic  Society,  would  do  well  to  be  mind- 
ful of  their  own  short-comings;  especially 
the  German  aristocracy,  who  of  late,  by  the 
reckless  and  criminal  behavior  of  some  of 
its  members,  have  shown  that  depravity  is 
by  no  means  confined  to  any  single  country. 
Without  wishing  to  be  exhaustive,  I will 
mention  a few  facts  of  late  events:  Prince 

Renos,  related  to  a reigning  house,  is  obliged 
to  quit  the  army,  being  unable  to  pay  his 
debts,  some  of  which  were  fraudulently 
contracted ; Count  Blucher,  an  ex-officer 
and  grandson  of  the  famous  Field-Marshal, 
is  sentenced  to  imprisonment  for  forgery 
and  embezzlement;  Count  Pfeil,  Captain  in 
the  Guards,  breaks  down  with  enormous 
debts  and  clandestinely  emigrates,  and  de- 
serts wife  and  children  ; Count  Seiningen— 
Westerbury,  a relative  of  Queen  Victoria, 
who  granted  him  a pension,  is  now  serving 
a term  of  imprisonment  for  theft  and  swin- 
dle. These  few  examples,  to  which  others 
I could  add,  will  suffice  to  give  you  an  idea 
of  our  nobles  and  knights,  •'  honorables,” 
of  course,  God  save  the  mark. 

The  Emperor  William  finds  his  bank  ac- 
count short,  to  the  amount  of  300,000  marks, 
having  the  prospects  of  losing  the  same  in 
the  Stettin  Bank  failure. 

The  Bankers,  Messrs.  Henckel  and  Lange 
have  also  suspended  payment,  owing  to  the 
same  difficulty,  their  capital  was  once  7,000,- 
000  marks ; but  to-day  they  are  forced  into 
liquidation,  owing  to  a number  of  drafts 
having  returned  protested,  subject  to  the 
failure  of  the  “ Ritterschaftliche  Bank.” 
Mark  my  word,  the  panic  will  be  like  a 
cyclone,  gathering  force  as  it  sweeps  along. 


OUR  LIMA  LETTER. 

{From  Our  Own  Agent.) 

A Trip  from  Limit  to  the  Cerro  de  Pasco 
Alines.  — A Rtdnotts  Undertaknig.  — A 
Tunnel  Projected  to  Draiti  the  Alines. — 
Henry  Aleiggs  and  his  Gigantic  Under- 
takings.— The  State  Debt  of  Peru. — The 
Paper  Aloney  of  Peru  at  a Heavy  Dis- 
count.— Counterfeiters  and  their  Easy  Vic- 
tems. 

Lima,  Peru,  Aug.  14,  1877. 

Instructed  by  you  to  investigate  the  float- 
ing rumors  of  the  project  of  opening  anew 
the  Cerro  de  Pasco  mines,  1 repaired  forth- 
with to  sift  facts  from  fancy.  From  Lima 
to  Anchi,  about  ninety  miles,  the  railroad 
projected  by  Henry  Meiggs,  is  nearly  com- 
pleted ; but  the  undertaking  to  build  a road 
from  Oroya  to  the  Cerro  de  Pasco  mines 
has  not  been  carried  out,  and  it  was  only 
with  some  difficulty  I made  my  way  in  that 
direction.  Arrived  on  the  spot,  I have 
made  as  good  a survey  of  the  mines  and 
surroundings,  as  could  be  done  under  exist- 
ing difficulties,  and  I have  come  to  the  con- 
clusion that  the  project  of  opening  the 
Cerro  de  Pasco  mines  and  draining  them 
from  water  is  somewhat  of  a visionary  na- 
ture. True,  this  is  not  the  first  time  that 
venturesome  men  have  tried  their  skill  at 
it,  and  it  is  only  about  twenty-five  years 
ago,  when  a lot  of  English  miners  under- 
took the  job;  but  soon  gave  it  up.  Im- 
mediately after,  some  European  capitalists 
came  here  and  tried  their  hands  at  it ; losing 
a large  sum  of  money  and  crippling  a 
wealthy  English  capitalist.  It  seems,  from 
all  1 can  learn,  that  the  stories  of  the  matter 
of  silver  left  in  those  mines,  when  they  were 
drowned  out  by  the  water  from  the  moun- 
tains, among  which  they  are  situated,  have 
lost  nothing  in  the  repetition  during  all 
these  years.  The  mines  were  opened  bv 
the  Spaniards  before  the  days  of  Peruvian 
independence,  and  have  been  submerged 
ever  since,  but  in  parts  they  are  and  always 
have  been  working,  while  the  shafts  which 
are  being  worked  are  now  three  hundred 
feet  deep,  and  much  below  that  depth  they 
cannot  be  mined  on  account  of  the  water. 
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Mr.  Meiggs  has  now  proposed  to  construct 
a tunnel  to  drain  these  mines  and  find  the 
millions  and  millions  of  silver  buried  be- 
neath the  water.  He  proposes  to  drive  a 
tunnel  with  galleries  through  the  solid  rock 
about  150  feet  below  the  present  drainage 
tunnel. 

So  far  so  good  ; but  now  comes  the  almost 
unsufmountable  difficulty  of  transporting 
the  necessary  machinery  and  material  for 
this  undertaking,  from  the  remote  sea-coast 
over  wild,  almost  pathless  mountains  some 
8000  to  9000  fret  above  the  level  of  the  sea. 

True,  the  Peruvian  Government,  has 
granted  •Mr.  Meiggs  and  his  co-partners  the 
sum  of  five  million  dollars,  which,  if  judici- 
ously invested  and  managed  with  great 
economy,  which,  by-the-by,  is  not  Mr. 
Meiggs’ greatest  weakness,  will  hardly  cover 
the  necessary  expenditure  to  commence  the 
boring  of  the  tunnel.  Besides  this,  I assure 
you  there  is  no  chance  of  getting  any  more 
money  from  Mr.  Meiggs,  who  lives  like  a 
Monte-Christo  and  is  very  anxious  to  make 
believe  he  is  worth  millions,  but  who,  if 
stripped  of  the  surface-gilding  and  pomp 
maintained  so  cleverly  by  him  and  his  sur- 
roundings, really  is  a crippled  man  not 
worth  $50,000,  if  even  that  much,  This, 
no  doubt,  will  be  denied  by  his  friends  here 
and  in  the  United  States;  but  I shall  soon 
prove  it  to  you.  The  sugar-plantations  on 
the  line  of  the  unfinished  Cliimbote  Rail- 
road no  longer  belong  to  him,  but  to  Euro- 
pean capitalists.  On  these  plantations  some 
two  million  dollars  have  been  squandered 
in  improvements,  and  paid  away  as  com- 
mission on  the  sale  of  Peruvian  bonds. 
With  good  management  since,  they  have 
been  paying  handsomely,  but  they,  together 
with  some  coal  and  silve.  mines  along  the 
Chimbote  road,  have  long  ago  passed  out  of 
Meiggs’  hands. 

His  house  in  Lima  and  his  two  neighbor- 
ing estates  he  owns,  subject  to  very  heavy 
mortgages,  in  fact,  mortgaged  for  more  than 
they  will  ever  realize.  As  to  his  famous 
palace  and  surroundings  at  Santiago  de 
Chili,  valued  at  half  a million  dollars,  it 
was  put  up  a while  ago  at  a raffle,  and  Mr. 
Meiggs  won  it  back,  how  far  it  is  clear  from 
indebtedness  few  can  tell,  and  I do  not  be- 


lieve that  with  all  his  skill  for  financiering 
he  can  call  one-tenth  his  own. 

If,  after  all  this  exhibit  of  doubtful  assets, 
you  want  to  take  stock  in  the  C'erro  de  Pasco 
mines,  you  are  welcome  to  try. your  luck 
and  bid  farewell  to  your  money. 

But  our  countryman,  Mr.  Meiggs,  is  not 
the  only  lame  duck,  his  greatest  rival  in 
distress  is  our  Peruvian  Government,  now 
almost  on  a verge  of  bankruptcy.  Its  bonds 
have  no  real  market  value  at  any  price. 
Peru’s  bonded  external  debt  is  about  $190,- 
000,000  and  the  internal  debt  about  $120- 
000,000.  On  the  foreign  debt  Peru  has 
promised  to  pay  five  to  six  per  cent.,  and 
on  the  internal  she  pays  irregularly  six  to 
eight  per  cent.,  thus  expending  about  $20,- 
000,000  annually  on  interest.  Her  income 
is  derived  from  the  sale  of  guano  and  the 
revenue  collected  at  the  Custom-House. 
When  the  original  deposits  at  the  Cincha 
Islands  were  exhausted,  there  was  no  little 
consternation,  and  after  the  new  deposits  at 
Pabellon  de  Pica,  Punta  do  Lobos,  Hua- 
nillos,  Independence  Bay  and  the  Island 
of  Lobos  were  discovered,  there  was  some 
difficulty  in  disposing  of  it. 

The  first  attempt  made  to  dispose  of  the 
guano  was  by  a contract,  which  special  com- 
missioners sent  to  Europe  by  Peru,  effected 
“ Sociele  Generale  de  Paris,”  but  on  presenta- 
tion the  Government  refused  to  ratify  the 
contract.  A special  Commissioner  was  then 
appointed  t©  negociate  its  sale  and  arrange- 
ment was  with  Messrs.  Raphael  and  Son,  of 
London,  by  which  they  agreed  to  advance 
£00,000  per  month. 

With  such  pro-pects  ahead  and  the  paper 
money  issued  by  the  banking  corporations 
has  been  brought  down  to  the  level  of  the 
bills  issued  by  Meiggs,  and  guaranteed  by 
the  Government  of  Peru,  and  all  of  them 
are  now  worth  hardly  forty  cents  in  gold  on 
the  dollar.  How  long  this  sham  can  be 
kept  up  is  only  a question  of  time,  and  that 
of  very  limited  extent  only. 

As  to  our  bankers  and  banking  institu- 
tions. I send  you  herewith  as  full  a list  as 
could  be  obtained  by  me  and  my  friends  in 
this  republic,  not  a few  I have  visited  per- 
sonally and  obtained  subscription  for  your 
Government  Detector.  As  to  counter- 
feiters of  coin,  Peru  produces  as  good  a crop 
as  any  place  in  the  world,  and  they  thrive 
like  a green  bay  tree,  especially  in  the 
Provinces,  where  the  ignorant  and  native 
Indians  are  their  easiest  victims.  In  my 
next  letter  I may  be  able  to  send  you  sam- 
ples of  Peruvian  counterfeit  coin.

He  gave np  the  plate,  also  a plate 
nearly  completed,  for  the  Five  Hundred  dollar  United  States  note,  issue  of  1862,  on  which 
the  workmanship  was  almost  in  every  part  equal  to  the  genuine.  His  object,  he  stated 
was  to  use  them  himself  among  the  bankers  of  Mexico.  He  was  sentenced  in  1869, at  Cin- 
cinnati. for  the  term  of  twelve  years,  and  is  now  serving  out  his  time  in  the  Ohio  Peniten- 
tiary at  Columbus.

In  one  place  they  seem  to  represent 
o50.  More  experts  have  been  victimized  with  this  note  than  with  any  other  imitation . 

Above  ,>500  000  of  this  counterfeit  has  been  circulated.  The  plate  was  engraved  by 
Tom.  Ballard  for  Bill  Gurney,  the  New  York  counterfeiter,  now  serving  out  a ten  years 
sentence  in  the  Kings’  County  penitentiary,  Tom  is  also  under  thirty  years’  sentence. 

N.  B.  Another  50  dated  March  10th  1862,  “Series  1 ” figure  “2”  below  letter  “ C”,  is 
a different  plate  and  not  near  so  well  executed. 

ALTERED  50s.  Fifties  altered  from  genuine  2s.  The  Two  dollar  notes  have  the 
same  vignettes  as  the  genuine  50s,  so  by  altering  the  ends  of  the  bills  with  “ Bugs”,  the 
genuine  2 is  raised  to  a 50.  Persons  having  charge  of  the  Treasury  Department  at  the 
time,  should  never  have  accepted  such  plates  from  the  engraving  company.  It  was  an 
inducement  to  fraud.

Electrotypes  were  made 
and  great  quantities  put  on  the  mark/  t.  Ned  was  finally  poisoned  by  the  men  that 
had  used  him,  and  died  a sudden  and  r inful  death  in  Washington. 

90,000  redeemed  at  United 
States  Treasury  Department  in  Washington,  before  their  true  char 
acter  was  discovered. 


William  Brockway  a plate  printer  was  arrested  by  the  chief  in  1867,  for  being  con' 
cerned  in  getting  up  this  plate,  but  it  was  never  satisfactorily  demonstrated  that  he  was 
the  guilty  party,  in  fact  all  Bankers  and  Brokers  holding  any  of  the  suspicious  Bonds 
claimed  they  were  genuine  and  not  until  after  the  Jay  Cooke  trial  was  their  true  charac- 
ter fully  established.*  After  this  trial  Brockwav  was  again  arrested,  but  nothing  came  out 
of  this  second  arrest  to  implicate  him.  The  Electrotype  plate  from  which  it  was  claimed 
these  Bonds  were  printed,  was  meant  to  serve  as  a ruse.  They  were  so  completely  bat- 
tered that  a space  the  size  of  a grain  of  wheat,  was  not  left  from  which  an  impression 
could  be  taken,  and  the  editor  of  this  work,  called  by  the  Government  as  an  expert,  to 
examine  them,  stated  to  the  Department  that  these  bonds  had  never  been  printed  from 
this  electrotype.  It  was  a miserable  production,  while  the  bonds  were  finely  executed, 
some  of  the  engraving  on  the  counterfeit  being  superior  workmanship  to  the  same  parts 
of  the  genuine,  and  it  is  still  a mystery  where,  and  by  whom  this  counterfeit  plate  was 
engraved.  There  are  not  more  than  Ten  engravers  in  the  United  States  that  could  have 
produced  such  a note. 

*The  trial  of  Jay  Cooke  & Co.,  was  one  of  defence,  the  Government  suing  the  House 
for  monies  given  in  redeeming  eighteen  of  these  counterfeit  bonds.  A compromise  was 
finally  effected  satisfactory  to  the  Government.
